On March 9th, 1965 the Agricultural Committee of 
the 1965 Grand Jury made a visit to the Agricultural 
Commissioner's office. After a comprehensive discussion 
with Mr. Mankins of all phases of his duties as agricultural 
commissioner it was felt by this committee that Tulare County 
was being well served by Mr. Mankins and his staff. 

A thorough discussion was held as to the building 
of the new agricultural building; the site location; special 
needs of his department, etc. 

Mr, Mankins feels that the lack of proper laboratory 
space and facilities is preventing him from doing the best 
icaaibie work in inspecting seed and nursery stock that is 
being brought into Tulare County. He also feels that additional 
work should be done to control weeds along the rights of way 
adjacent to county roads. Also, more work should be done to 
control certain species of dangerous weeds. 

In addition to the committee. visitation of the 
Agricultural Commissioner's office, two members of our 


committee, Mr. Don Bendowski and Mr. H. H. Hutchinson, 


made a visit to the agricultural department's office in the Porterville area. Here, 


they met with Mr. Prentis Wells and his staff and both feel that the department seemed 


to be staffed by well qualified personnel and that they were doing a good job. 


The next visit made by our group was to the Farm Advisor's office where 


we met with Mr. Sheldon Jackson and discussed the scope of duties and authority 


that he exercises as the head of the extension service. 


Much has already been written by previous grand juries on the poor — 


accommodations available for Mr. Jackson and his staff. 


However, we would like to 


touch briefly on a few of the problems that will be alleviated by the building of the 


new agricultural building. 


A real frustrating problem at the present time is the lack of space. 


Usually, three farm advisors are assigned to one room. This leads to interference 


during dictation, conferences; and the writing of reports. There is also considerable 


reluctance on the part of farmers to discuss their problems in front of other farm 


advisors and other farmers who might be in the room at the time. 


The lack of suitable laboratory facilities, as with the Agricultural Commis- 


sioner, is one of the main problems. A diagnostic laboratory should be included in 


the new agricultural building. 


Mr. Jackson also stated that it would be far more efficient if quarters for 


the storage of the equipment used by his department could be included on the site of 


the new building. 


After careful consideration, our committee decided to recommend to the 


Tulare County Board of Supervisors that they provide for adequate laboratory 


facilities in the new agricultural building to be used jointly by the Extension Service 


and the Agricultural Commissioner's staff. In addition, we recommend that adequate 
storage space to house the Extension Service's equipment be included in the new 


building.

When careless human beings, or the forces 
of nature, start giving Smokey Bear forest fire 
trouble, there is action — and plenty of it — 
at the Porterville Air Base on the municipal 
airport. 

Motors roar on the PBM and the F-7-F 
stationed there; phos-chek is pumped into 
their 600 and 800 gallon tanks; they hit the 
young forest fire with waves of chemical fire 
retardant, checking the blaze and buying time 
as fire fighters are flown in by helicopter, or 
sent to the scene by truck or pack train as the 
situation demands. 

Ninety-five percent of the time, the re- 
tardant mission is successful; the blaze is held 
to a small area until ground forces — men 
with shovels — can kill the fire. 

In the five percent of fires that, because 
of special conditions, cannot be immediately 
checked and extinguished, a state-wide net- 
work of bombers may be called to Porterville; 
lead planes, carrying Forest Service personnel. 
may direct the chemical drops from the air, 
working by radio network with the fire fore- 
man on the ground and the bomber pilots in 
the air; a complete Forest Service radio net- 
work ties the entire operation together; local- 
ly and state-wide.

the U.S. Forest Service and the California Di- 
vision of Forestry jointly operate a facility for 
mixing and loading chemicals. 

The operation is geared to a point where 
planes with 600-800 gallon chemical tanks can 
be loaded and in the air in three minutes; the 
giant B-17s that carry 2,000 gallons. can be 
loaded and off the ground in six to seven 
minutes. During one major fire, 88,000 gallons 
of chemicals were delivered in a_ six-hour 
period. 

Facility at the Porterville airport can han- 
dle from nine to 12 planes operating on a 
given fire — distance to the fire and size of 
the planes is the determining factor. The 
Porterville airport provides runways long 
enough for operation of the biggest planes; 
location of the airport makes it ideal to serve 
the Sequoia National Forest area, and, when 
needed, part of the Sierra Forest, Sequoia and 
Kings Canyon National parks, and Kern coun- 
ty mountain areas. 

Last summer planes flew a fire on the coast 
when airports regularly used in that area were 
fogged in. 

The Porterville base is part of ‘a U.S. For- 
est Service regional system that covers the 
forests of California.

“T do not believe we should close 
the door to Indians of future gen- 


rights to land. No group has giv- 
en so much to the United States as 
have the Indians,’’ he says. 

As for the Sisk bill, Salgado says 
that “nothing is favorable for the 
Indians.”” He says that Indians- 
were permitted to vote on a com- 
promise settlement by merely say- 
ing they were Indians, but under 
provisions of the bill they now 
have to prove they are Indians be- 
fore they can participate in a set- 
tlement; the proof should. have 
been necessary before they were 
allowed to vote. he believes. 

Deductions for attorney fees
